On reaching the above place, which was accompliched
wilboul creating alarm, by the Glide ronpding @ polut
of woodland, s large parly of rebels wers discovered
bueily at work bulliing fiatboats, while a company of
cavalry were on guard,

Fire was immedialely epensd upon them from tha
Glide's thirty-two pounders, and the surprised rebe's
Bed with great aloriness to ihe woods, lzavieg tools,
clok hes, teuls sud provisions behind.

A boal's crew was then landed from the Gitde, when
It was discoverad that the rebels Bad actually built
povoral flatboats, and were o she sch of fnishing 1wo
ctbers when the Glide so ancaramoniously appeared to
siop the work, I s estimated @hatl the whooie would
carry osarly one thousand woen.  After seiting them on
fire the Glido returned to Brashear City,

Two days after, the Glide laft Berwick Bay for another
trip to Grand Lake, for the purpose of destroying two
lalra sawmills wirioh were reported to be then runuing
an W onl 0 te= of lnmber daily. Sba
wan accompanied by the steamor A, G. Brown, and it
wan the tntenticn 1o Jond Ler with lumber in ciso the mukle
waore discovered. As the sioamors passed (ke poing of
woodland belore ment) ned ' was found that the reboig
had again placed & gnard Lhere, bat thie lime Lbey wore
more vighiant, and fed at the st ap: earaoes of the
boatd, witbout waitlng for Ahe fron messangers, which,
bowover, immnediately openad npon them.
